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REMARKS 

Claims Status 

Prior to entry of this Amendment and Response, claims 1-3, 6, 7, 1 1-17, 20, 21 and 25-27 
were pending in this application. In the Office Action, claims 1-3, 6, 7, 11-13, 15-17, 20, 21 and 
35-27 were rejected, claim 14 was allowed, and claims 2, 3, 16 and 17 were objected to. In this 
Amendment and Response, claims 1-3, 6, 7, 11-13, 15-17, and 25-27 are amended.
